Those  marked  with  an  asterisk  (*J  are  excellent  rockerey  plants. 

LUPINS,  drooping  flowers  on  12  in.  spikes,  mixed  colors. 

LYCHINS,  bushy  plants  one  foot  high,  large  geranium  like  flowers,  mixed  colors. 
MULEIN  PINK,  bright  velvety  red  flowers  on  18  in.  bushy  plants. 

PHOLX,  mixed  colors. 

pholx  named,  Coquelicot,  orange  scarlet,  Rosenburg,  carmine  with  red  eye,  Wellesley, 
very  good  pink.  Mrs.  Lingard,  best  white,  each  25c. 

PHOLX,  dwarf,  in  3 colors,  white,  lilac  and  rose. 

CENTAUREA,  large  bushy  plants  18  in.  high  covered  with  large  fringy  blue  flowers. 
PYRETHRUM,  beautiful  pink  daisies  large  and  delicate,  18  in.  high. 

CANTERBURY  BELLS,  rose,  blue  and  white  also  cup  and  saucer  mixed  colors. 
FOXGLOVE,  mixed  colors  3 ft.  high,  similar  to  canterbury  bells  in  growth. 

SWEET  WILLIAM,  white  red  and  pink  also  (holborn  glory)  for  mixed  colors. 
LAVENDULA,  fragrant  blue  flowers  in  June  and  July,  moderate  height. 

*YUCCA,  sword  like  foliage  white  flowers  six  ft.  high,  each  50c. 

*BAPTISIA,  showy  dark  blue  flowers  in  June,  one  ft.  high. 

ASTERS,  mixed  blue  and  purple  miniature  plants,  eight  in.  high. 

DELPHINIUM,  hardy  larkspur,  mixed  all  colors,  also  belladonna,  light  blue  and  bella- 
mosum,  dark  blue,  about  3 ft.  high. 

HARDY  GRASS  PINKS,  all  colors  from  white  to  red  mixed,  exceedingly  fragrant. 
"COLUMBINE,  long  spured  mixed  colors,  mistakenly  called  honeysuckel. 

STOCKESIA,  beautiful  asters  2 in.  diameter,  purple  and  white  mixed. 

SALVIA,  four  ft.  high,  white,  wonderful  for  backgrounds. 

DAY  LILIES,  lemon  yellow  and  bronze,  3 ft.  high,  flowers  3 in.  diameter. 
GAILARDIAS,  large  yellow  and  brown  daisies  in  great  profusion  mixed. 

COREOPSIS,  yellow  daisy  like  flowers  throughty  the  summer. 

ROSEA  COWPICE, 

"FUNKIA,  plantain  lily,  variegated  yellow  and  green  foliage  for  borders. 
CHRYSANTHEMUMS,  wonderful  collection,  12  all  different  $3.50,  or  each  35c. 
SCABIOSA,  light  blue  flowers,  fluffy  and  delicate,  12  in.  high. 

"TRITOMA,  red  hot  poker  strong  stiff  spikes  of  fiery  red  flowers. 

*ALYSUM,  golden  mass  of  small  yellow  flowers  in  May  and  June. 

ORIENTAL  POPPIES,  large  scarlet  flowers  in  early  spring,  should  be  planted  in  August. 
BLEEDING  HEARTS,  heart  shaped  flowers,  rose  colored  on  drooping  spikes,  each  50c. 
GYPSOPHILIA,  baby’s  breath. 

SLIATA  DAISY,  large  white  daisy. 

All  plants  20c  except  where  otherwise  noted;  12  plants  for  the  price  of  ten. 
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
